Dave Blnns, 23, Columbus para- 


chute jumper who narrowly es- 
caped death at Gold Cliff Chateau 
on Labor Day when one of his 
saddle straps became unfastened, 
miraculously escaped serious 
in- 


jury Thursday at the Gahanna 
fair in a plane crash. 


Binns, piloted by Cliff Haney, 


bailed out of a small two-seater 
open 
co.ckpit 
plane 
6,000 feet 


above the Gahanna fairgrounds. 
According to Haney, the rip cord 
caught on the edge of the cock- 
pit, sweeping Binns into the con- 
trols. 
The parachute 
billowed 


above the plane and pulled the tail 
upward. 
Unable to control the 


plane, Haney shut off the motor 
at 3,200 feet and jumped, landing 
safely in a corn field. 


The plane, buoyed up by the 


parachute, landed nose first on 
level ground in an apple orchard 
with Binns still entangled in the 
controls. 
Binns was jarred, but 


not seriously injured. 
He was 


taken to Grant hospital for treat- 
ment. Friday, he said he will take 
to the air again. 
He has made 


more than 50 parachute jumps.

Its causes 
antl cures is provided in the fol- 
lowing article written by Dr. A. D. 
Blackburn, county health commis- 
sioner. 


This is the time of year when 


outbreaks of Poliomyelitis (Infan- 
tile Paralysis) are most prevalent. 
Most 
cases 
occur during 
the 


months of July, August and Sep- 
tember. Children and young peo- 
ple are the ones most likely to 
catch the disease. 


The disease is caused by a fil- 


terable virus and is most com- 
monly found 
In the 
nose and 


throat. It is a communicable dis- 
ease and is believed to be spread 
directly and Indirectly from one 
person to another, much the same 
as other contagious diseases of 
childhood are spread. It is thought 
that a healthy person may carry 
the Infection in his nose or throat, 
even though he shows no symp- 
toms of the disease, 
and 
may 


spread the infection to others; in 
fact "healthy" carriers may be 
more numerous and active in 
spreading the disease than the ac- 
tive cases. 


How to Avoid 


So far as we know at present, 


the only way to prevent the spread 
of infantile paralysis is by keep- 
Ing susceptible persons from com- 
ing In contact with a case or car- 
rier. There has not been a case 
this season In Pickaway County 
and we hope there will be none, 
but there is always danger that 
the disease may be carried into our 
community. If you wish to be on 
the safe side, keep the children 
away from cro\vded places, and 
never allow a child to be kissed 
on the mouth.

Parents should 
see to it that children wash their 
hands before eating, that they do 
not use public towels or common 
drinking cups.^that they cover nose 
and 
mouth when sneezing or 


coughing, and that they keep fin 
gers out of nose and mouth and 
put nothing in the mouth which 
has been soiled in the slightest de- 
gree by others. He should have 
good, simple food and plenty of 
water to drink. He should go to 
bed early and have regular bowel 
movements. Remember, also, that 
fresh air and sunlight are destroy- 
ers of 
germs. 
Parents 
should 


watch the child carefully for any 
suspicious symptoms. If a child 
that has been well becomes rest- 
less or drowsy; if he is feverish, 
irritable and doesn't want to be 
moved; if he 
should vomit or 


should complain of headache or 
pain in the back or in the back of 
the neck, call your family doctor 
at once and be on the safe side. 
Sometimes these early symptoms 
may be very mild and may 
be 


overlooked by the parent and yet 
within twenty-four to seventy-two 
hours the child may be unable to 
move an arm or a leg. Do not wait, 
but call your doctor early. The 
child may not have infantile par- 
alysis, but if he has, prompt ac- 
tion may spare him months' or 
even years of helplessness. The 
doctor may be able to prevent the 
crippling after-effects, which are 
the worst features of this disease, 
if he is called before the arms and 
legs begin to be weak ana par- 
alysed.

At last he won. The law was 


passed. 


The new, independent commis- 


sion was to consist of five men- 
bers—three of one major party, 
two of the other. That IB to say, 
It was to be bi-partisan.

named three Republicans. The lib- 
erals asserted that all were "pro" 
private power.

Spots Before Eyes Is Not Dangerous 


By LOGAN CLCNDENIMG, ML D. 


THE QUESTION cornea about a 


middle-aged man who has com- 
plained of apota floating before his 
eyes for the last two years. They 


a l w a y s a r e 
present, but ex- 
a g g e r a ted In 
the presence of 
bright light. At 
night, 
while 


driving, t h e y 
a r e n o t i c e d 
floating in the 
glare ot an ap- 
proaching auto- 
mobile. He says 
that more and 
more spots oc- 
cur as time goes 
on, and he wor- 
ries for fear he 
is going blind. 


Examination by an oculist shows 
normal vision and some spots seen 
by the ophthalmoscope in the 
liquid vitreous of the eyeball. The 
patient describes them as floating 
strings. 


Spots before the eyes are of two 


general kinds—due to nervousness 
or actual opacities in one of the 
chambers of the eye. 


There are two chambers inside 


the eyeball, one In front of the 
lens and one behind it. The fronl 
chamber is filled with a thin fluid 
almost the consistency of water 
and Indeed named after water, as 
It is called the "aqueous humour" 
Opacities in this chamber are rare 


Dr. Clendenlng 


The fluid behind the Jens, the 


vitreous humour, is thicker, liquid 
gelatinous in consistency. 
It is 


:ransparent and has no blood ves- 
sels (hi adult life), but receives 
its noxirishment from the retina 
and other surrounding structures. 


Make Victims Nervous 


Being more organized than the 


aqueous, opacities are 
common • 


in the vitreous. Often they are 
due to small hemorrhages into the 
fluid, the extravasated blood or- 
ganizing 
into a solid 
particle. 


Sometimes membranes 
form in 


the vitreous. 


Naturally these spots are en- 


larged by the projection of the 
visual 
Image, and 
undoubtedly 


they are annoying. Just how an- 
noying depends upon how nervous 
the temperament of the patient is. 


When there is a bright light 


ahead, 
the 
opacities 
naturally 


show up more clearly. 


Muscae Volitantes Is the name 


given to motes before the eyes 
without any appreciable change in 
the vitreous. They are caused by 
shadows cast on the retina by the 
cells normally found in the vitre- 
ous, and are present in all eyes 
under certain circumstances such 
as exposure to a uniform bright 
surface. 
They are found more 


frequently in errors of refraction 
and the symptoms may be exag- 
gerated by constitutional, such as 
digestive, disturbances. 


There Is no danger of blindness 


Involved in the symptom of spots 
before the eyes.

pound on Foochow road, next door 
to the American Club. 


The shrapnel struck the roof of 


the second story veranda of the 
club and broke a window. 


The British sloop Grimsby was 


endangered and nearly caught, but 
managed to escape unharmed. The 
Japanese withheld their fire until 
it had passed out of range. 


Confidence Increases 


The Chinese gained confidence 


with their successes. 


A Chinese spokesman jubilantly 


announced that the Japanese had 
been forced to withdraw from an 
area neai' the Jukong wharf and 
had rebnarded their warships. 


The long-heralded Japanese of- 


fensive, scheduled for today, 
he 


said, had failed to materialize and 
all positions at present were un- 
changed. 


Sporadic fighting 
took 
place 


throughout the day with Chinese 
batteries more active than the 
Japanese. 


Chinese shells fell in Hongkew, 


Japanese section of the interna- 
tional settlement, but the Japan- 
ese, unable to locate the battery, 
were unable to reply. 


Some of the shells fell around 


the N. Y. K. wharf, near the Jap- 
anese consulate, where the Japan- 
ese hospital ship America Md.ru, 
was moored.

The Japanese spokesman 
who 


admitted that the Chinese 
had 


halted 
the Japanese drive on 


Shanghai from the north, said that 
a heavy Japanese bombardment of 
Pootung, near the Socony Vacuum 
plant, had been made necessary 
because Chinese artillery 
units 


were operating in that area. One 
bomb exploded near an oil tank 
and started a fire that finally was 
extinguished. 


May Move to North 


While the Japanese 
offensive 


against Shanghai, started five days 
ago, appeared to have been halt- 
ed, the Japanese indicated a major 
offensive would be started to the 
north, along the Peiping-Hankow 
railroad. 


Meanwhile, more than 500 for- 


eign refugees, mostly women and 
children, arrived in Shanghai from 
Tsingtao aboard the vessel Rosa- 
lie Moller. 


The boat had been caught in the 


artillery cross fire of Chinese and 
Japanese batteries while going up- 
stream and the refugees narrowly 
escaped injury. 


Entertainment Resumes 


Public 
entertainment 
was re- 


sumed in Shanghai for the first 
time since the Japanese offensive 
began a week ago. Members of 
the crew of the U. S. S. Augusta 
staged a minstrel show 
at the 


Grand theater for the benefit of 
Chinese refugees. 


Some cabarets and night clubs 


reopened, shops reopened and pri- 
ces dropped. 


Ironically, the first motion pic- 


ture to be shown since the Jap- 
anese offensive began, is entitled 
"Easy Living."

diminish the urgent dangers of the 
Mediterranean conference but to 
try once more to gain friendship 
of Italy, lost in the Ethiopian war 
crisis. 


Such drastic features 
of

anti-submarine plan as a shoot-to- 
sink convoy program were held in 
abeyance, though both Britain and 
France proceeded vigorously with 
their 
protective 
campaign 
by 


strengthening their battle fleets in 
the Mediterranean. 


French Have Plan 


French delegates to the Medi- 


terranean conference were report- 
ed to have ready a plan by which 
all nations would be asked to keep 
any submarines in the Mediterran- 
ean on the surface and to fly 
their flags at all times. Under the 
French p'.fiti submerged submar- 
ines or flagless submarines would 
be considered "pirates," liable to 
n^ericless attack.

TO DECIDE DUKE 
POWER 
PETITION 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
10 — 


(UP) _ The Duke Power Co., to- 
day filed a petition with the su- 
preme court, seeking for the sec- 
ond time to test the constitution- 
ality of Public Works Administra- 
tion power loans. 


The utility sought a review of 


a decision by the fourth U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, denying an 
injunction against a P.W.A. loan 
to Greemvood county, South-Caro- 
lina, for building a power plant. 


The Duke case was before the 


supreme court at its last term, but 
was remanded to the lower courts 
without a decision on constitution- 
ality of the power loan policy when 
the high court held that lower 
court proceedings had been con- 
ducted improperly. 


Today's petition by the power 


firm pointed out that virtually the 
same constitutional questions were 
raised in the appeal as in the 
original case. 


After the supreme court decision 


last term, the case was remanded 
to the U. S. district court which 
denied the injunction. The circuit 
court, on appeal, upheld the dis- 
trict court. 


The petition pointed out that 


some 50 similar actions are pend- 
ing in the lower courts awaiting a 
final ruling on constitutionality of 
the loans by the supreme court.

Bureau of agricultural economics 


experts warned that a sharp drcp 
in corn prices may be expected 
soon. A shortage of old corn has 
been holding up prices. 


Paradoxically, a bountiful and 


cheap crop probably would cause 
livestock prices to soar because, 
experts believe, farmers would re- 
fuse to market their cattle in 
view of cheap feed which probably 
will be available until next Spring'. 
This would cause city consumers 
to pay more for their meat. 


Prices Slay Drop 


Agriculture department econom- 


ists said there is a possibility that 
even if farmers rais.e 2,500,000,000 
bushels of corn this year they may 
receive less for their crop than 
last when only 1,500,000,000 bush- 
els were produced and corn sold 
for about a $1 a bushel. They feel 
that prices may drop to perhaps 
half that figure. 
' 


Meanwhile, the federal govern- 


ment is attempting to 
reassure 


business and check speculative ac- 
tivity in the commodity markets 
growing from "war acare" reports. 
Commodities exchange administra- 
tion officials have watched fluctu- 
ations in the grain market re- 
cently and compiling data on trad- 
ing accounts. 


Wallace told reporters that war 


would 
not 
substantially 
boost 


commodity prices, including cot- 
ton, in less than a year, judging1 
from experiences in the 
World 
War. 


Political circles believed that de- 


moralization of corn prices might 
cause additional pressure for a spe- 
cial congressional session to con- 
sider farm surplus control legisla- 
tion.
